Farmers’ Excursion 


Availed Themselves of the Op- 

portunity to Visit - Lacombe 

Experimental Farm Tuesday. 

On Tuesday thé g.vernment experi- 
mental farm at’ Lacombe was the ten- 
dezvous of iver 500 farmers, theit wives’ 
and daughters and others interested in 
agriculture from all parts of the province, 
A especial train from Calgary arrived at 
ll.a.m, whilét extra coaches were on 
the ordinary. trains from Edmonton and 
Stettler. A Rreat number aleo.came by 
road and the interest taken in the event 
was most gratifying to those who initiat- 
ed the ide#, and also to Mr. G. H. Hut: 
ton, the courteous éuperintendent, and 
his staff, who spared po effort to give 
the visitors the greatest passible amount 
of information on farming from A to Z. 

The program was very complete, and 
was adhered to as closely as possible. Bv- 
idently the clerk of the weather was in 
full sympathy with the event as he was 
ob his best behavior and we were favored 
with an ideal Alberta summer Yay. Ev- 
ery reader knows just what that means, 
The refreshment committee was on the 
grounds providing the needs of the inner 
man, The number of kodaks carried by 
the visitors was very noticeable. 

In-order to give the greatest . possible 
instruction to everyone, the groups were 
each in charge of an ‘experienced ghide, 
those actipg in that capacity being 
Everest, Edmunds, 
Harding and Caldwell, who are all. en 
gaged at the farm. 

Mr. Hatton in his opening remarks 
welconied the. visitors to thé farm, be- 
cause all that was being..done was for 
.eft bbnefit and guidatios, “one suet fe 
three years ago since the farm was’ pur- 
chased and, it had nothing in itself to 
commend it to the government. It had 
been and was then very subject to weeds, 
mustard ip particular being very preva- 
lent.“ The successful eliminating of 
weeds was in iteelf of immense interest 
to farmers,and while they had not yet 
got down to perfection their efforts in 
that direction were most. gratifying. 
Their experience in using the mustard 
weed killer had not been entirely satis- 
factory. When they used it according 
to directions, i. e., 100 pounds to the 
acre, it was fouod to be injurious to the 
graic and when diluted it was ineffective. 
Fault might rest with the sprinkler they 
used. not'having sufficient power. It was 
evident, however, that the patentees had 
faith in their article, as they had ship- 
ped a large consignment to the provin- 
cial government free and at a cost of 
$320 for freight. 

“This year the farm contained 198 
plots of grain under different methods 
of cultivation; 74 varieties of fruits, 29 
of roots, 26 of potatoes and 130 varieties 
of apple trees, He wished to direct their 
attention in particular to two things: 
First, the cultivation of alfalfa, It was 
a success in the south aod could be 
equally so in central aod northera Al- 
berta, Experiments by inoculation 
showed that the method increased the 
yield and feeding value,at least two per 
cent and the end eminentip justified the 
means, Last year they had distributed 
10,000 pounds of inoculated soil in 100 
pound parcels free of charge. Secood 
the packing of the soil. In this case the 
increase in yield and weight per bushel 
was most marked and entirely justified 
them in giving a greater area to that 
_| method this year.” 

Io a walk round the fem the value of 
manure and fertilizers were amply de- 
monstrated in the growth of the various 
crops the plotg where nature had been 
assisted showing io the length of straw 
and fuller heads, We were shown a 
plate of strawberries, grown under pat- 
ural conditions, which ia size and color 
and flavor, were as good as anything we 
have seen in Western Canada.

The story 
was that in the year 819 a. certain 
King of Scotland “tamed “Achaius 
while figtting against .the English 
heatd the voice of Sf. Andrew an- 
nounce that the Scots would be vie: 
torious; that the issue of the. battle 
was as predicted; that. Achaius vow: 
ed that the cross of 8t. Andrew 
hotld be blazoned on the flag of 
cotland’ for ever, and that he found- 
ed an order of chivalry in honor cf 
the event. 7 
The real founder of the order wae 
James VII. of Scotland. and II. of 
England, one of his. objects. being to 
try to/secure the favor of several of 
the leading Scottish nobles. “Curious- 
ly enough the pretence of immense 
antiquity was kept.up; indeed, the 
letters patent of James, dated May 
29, 16387, was largely’ responsible for 
the long continuance of, the fiction. 
These ‘set forth that “his Majesty’s 
royal predecessor, Achaius, King of 
Bcots (of glorious memory), did insti- 
tute the Most Ancient and Most Noble 
Order of the Thistle consisting of the

Starving In St Helena. 

What is to be the fate of St. Helena? 
is the question asked by the Hon 
H. W. Solomon, of the executive coun- 
cil of the island, who has issued 1 
lea on behalf of the distressed ia- 
abitants. 

“Tt is over two years since the gar- 
rigon was removed,” says Mr. Solo- 
mon in-a letter to A. G. Wise, secre- 
tary of the St. Helena committee, 
‘and although we appreciate the ac- 
jon of the Colonial Office in giving 
;& subsidy to start a hemp mill, as 
| well as a grant for teaching the girls 
‘lace making, yet much more remains 
| to be done. At the request of {former 
gosernony the farmers ‘improved the 
reed of their live stock, being as- 
sured that they would always be re- 
quired for military» purposes. The 
‘}result is that the farmers are to-day 
| left with some 2,000 cattle on their 
| hands which are practically useless, 
as on account ‘of the great’ poverty, 
the people have no money to pur- 
chase meat. These cattle also are a 

eat impediment to the growing of 
emp, Occupying pasture lands which 
would otherwise be used for hemp 
cultivation. Money is also needed for 
the upkeep of the roads. , 

‘‘Large numbers of children are un- 
provided for.

Financial assistance is needed from 
the authorities at home if this island, 
which. has played such-a conspicnous 
part in British history, is to be saved 
from decay.

In a few minutes 
nearly a third part of the inner har- 
bor, with a corresponding portion of 
the shore on either side, was left en- 
tirely bare, when suddenly the tide 
turned and came ar rapidly back 
again, filling the harbor at least two 
feet highér than it ever was before. 
This extraordinary action of the lake, 
was continued at regular intervals of 
every eight or ten minutes until after 
dark, the highest tide noticed being 
a little before six in the evening, 
when the water re seven inches 
higher than it was last spring, and 
just two feet and an inch above its 
present level. We understand the 
same occurrence was noticed at other 
 Saeage on the lake, and hear that at 

ort Hope, the effect was/so great 
that the steamer Princess Royal ‘could 
not get into the harbor at all, running 
aground when more than her length 
outside the entrance to the piers. The 
cause of so extraordinary a phenom- 
enon is at present a. matter of con- 
jecture, but the general opimion seems 
to be that it could only have been 
produced by a violent earthquake in 
some part of the continent which we 
shall probably soon hear of.” 

_ This story of The Mirror was copied 
from The Cobourg Star, and the date 
was either September 20 or 27, 1845.

Lp optecanicon were provisional, 
and 17,746 complete, and 16,284 pa- 
tents were sealed. The largest num- 


ber of applications made on one day 
was 169--on Deo. 24, The je oak oy 
from women inventors numbered ‘572, 
ag compared with 560 in 1907. Last 
year 24,389 designs atid 56,965 trade 
marks were registered. The total re- 
ceipts in the department were $1,386 
675, of which $1,314,450 was from pa- 
tent fees; The: year’s work involved 
290,000' letters and 93,000 parcels of 
publications. As to the trend of in- 
vention in 1908, the report stated that 
the subject of locomotion in general 
occupies a tree position in the 
titles of applications for patents made 
during the year, and this is regarded 
as principally due to the continued 
interest taken in the! motor-car. 
Though dimiyishing, activity still pre- 
vails as regards wheels, where efforts 
have been largely directed towards 
the provision of an easily detachable 
b hyp ent cies rim. Attempts to abate 
the dust nuisance are shown in many 
inventions relating to road tarring 
machines, compositions for treating 
the ‘surfaces of roads, and dust-col- 
lector flitings on the cars. 

The desire, to facilitate roadside re- 
pairs to motor road vehicles has caus- 
ed increased attention to be given to 
the minor subjects of tools, such as 
spanners and yalve lifters. The inter- 
est shown in the mechanically pro- 
pelled road vehicle is accompanied b 
some neglect of horse-drawn and rail- 
way vehicles. Many inventors con- 
tinue to be occupied with flying ma- 
chines of the ‘“‘heavier than air’ type, 
especially in regard to their automa- 
tic balancing, and to facility of mani- 
pulation of the various rudders and 
planes. y, 

The increasing importance of india- 
rubber in the industrial world is 
shown by. attention being given to 
processes for the regeneration of 
waste rubber and the synthetic pro- 
duction of rubber or rubber-like pro- 
ducts. The economical tendency of 
inventors is manifested in the num- 
ber of applications réceived in con- 
nection with holders for rendering 
possible the stropping of thin flexible 
razors of the “‘safety’’ type. It is 
recorded that procedure under the 
Acts of 1902 and 1907 has tended to 
strengthen the position of the genuine 
inventor and prevent the patent sys- 
tem being misused by adventurers as 
a means of encroaching on the rights 
of the public. Under section 27 of 
the Act of 1907, which provides for 
the revocation of patents worked ex- 


clusively or mainly: outside the 
United Kingdom, 15 applications 
were made, Two of these were aban- 


doned, in two cases the patents were 
revoked, and 11 cases are pending. 
In snite of the decrease in the total 
number of applications received in 
1908, those from England and Wales 
were more numerous than in 1907 by 
615, and*those from other parts of the 
United Kingdam were almost equal in 
number. The applications from Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and Canada show 
a decided decrease. From Australia 
166 were received and from Canada 
155.

When permitted the use of his eyes | 


he uses them with great judgment. 
He sees better than we do, can meas- 
ure distances better and if allowed the 
use of his eyes would save himself 
from tollisions on the street, washouts 
and bad ‘ruts in the road. Should you 
be thrown suddenly out of the buggy 
or the buggy break be could see the 
trouble and stop. 

Break a horse tn a blind bridle and 
never let him see the buggy; a month 
later you are driving along the road, 
the blinds get adjusted wrong, the colt 
looks back over the top of one, sees 
the buggy and kicks it all to pieces, 
endangering the life of yourself and 
family. But he is not to blame. Self 
protection is his first thought. 

A man once paid me $20 to break a 
team that would get scared and run 
away. I took his money, gave him a 
pair of open bridles, and the team is 
perfectly safe, but it had cost him a 
broken Jeg and had torn up two sets 
of barness, smashed a buggy and bro- 
ken a wagon tongpe. And yet they 
say a blind bridle is the best. I was 
talking to a man one day on this sub- 
ject, and he said he knew biind bridles 
were the best because nearly every 
one used them. What an argument! 
There was a time when nearly every- 
body thought the earth was flat, but 
they were wrong. He said, too, that a 
horse looked better in blind bridles. 
What an idea! A little piece of black 
leather look better than the eye, the 
life and beauty of this noble creature! 
Yet few men have a better reason for 
using them. 

Horse training is my business. I 
work at it ten hours a day, six days in 
the week. I handle every class of 
horse, from the little wild mustang 
from the Crow Indian reservation to 
the high class speed horse, from the 
gaited saddler to the circus horse. 1 
have spent my life at this work, and 
there is nothing causes .me more trou- 
ble than this subject. 

I can break a team $5 cheaper in 
open bridles, and where people want 
them broken to blinds I always use 
open bridles first. My experience runs 
into the thousands that I have had a 
chance to test this on, and I cannot 
see where any one can get 99 per cent 
in favor of blind bridles.- The only 
place I ever found for them was on a 
wornout, poorly fed horse that could 
searcely go and a blind horse. 


Stanchions For Cattle. . 

Writing of the cattle stanchion 
shown in the illustration, a breeder 
says: This stanchion is. simple and 
easily made and never fails to hold. 
The top pieces of the stanchions are 
made of 2 by 4 stuff. The loose bar is 
cut at an angle of forty-five degrees at 


STANCHION WITH FASTENER, 
the top and should be long enough to 
extend about one and one-half inches 
above the top pieces. 

C is a loop made of No. 9 wiré 
about nine inches long, with a hook 


bent at right angles on each end. 
These are fastened to the top pieces 
with fence staples so as to hold the 
bar in proper place when closed. A 
shows the stanchion open and B clos- 
ed. 


The Draft Horse.

Man Who Succseds Kitchener of 
Kandahar Weare the Victoria Cross 
Among His Mary. Decorations 
He Went Through Some Danger. 
ous Places During His Early Days 
—He is an trichman, 

General Sir O'Moore Créagh has 


ust received one of the handsomest 
irthday presents on record. On the 


| gixty-second anniversary of his. birth 


he was presented ‘with the post of 
Commander-in-Chiet in India, in suc- 
cession to Lord Kitchener. 
' In all India he will have only one 
man above him, the Viceroy; and his 
t will involve the control of up- 
wards df 337,000 troops, British and 
native, scattered over 2,000,000 square 
miles, and the maintenance of the se- 
curity of some 300,000,000 people. And 
every year he will receive the odd but 
comfortable income of £6,666. 

Like many of his famous predeces- 
sors in his new post—to ‘mention only 
Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener— 
the new Commander in-Chief is an 
Irishman. Hie tather was a navy 
man, but young Creagh went to Sand- 
hurst, and a few years later he was 

iven a lieutenancy on the Indian 
Staff Corps. Seven years later he got 
his company, and almost immediately 
the Afghan war broke out. He was 
sent to the tront and joined the 
Khyber column, and it was while on 
service with it that he won that mort 
coveted decoration — the Victoria 
Cross. 

The outpost to which he was at- 
tached was stationed at Dakka, on 
the Kabul river, which meanders 
through the Khyber Pass. Late ,one 
afternoon a native spy came fnto 
Dakka and informed the offiaer in 
command that the Momunds—one of 
the most warlike of the tribes—were 
gathering from the surrounding  vil- 
lages with the obiect of cutting the 
British’ line of communication. 

Things looked very serious, and 
the commander decided that a des- 
perate effort must be made to drive 
off the Momunds. He sent for Cap- 
tain Creagh. who was in command 
of a native battalion called Merweras, 
and ordered him to take two com- 
panies (about a hundred and fiftv 
men).and march to the village of 
Kam Dakkna, a few miles off. He 
was, the officer said, to hold the plac? 
and keep the line of communication 
open at all costs. 

In a short time Creagh and his li*- 
tle foree were ready. The sun was 
near the horizon as they swung ovt 
of the camp, and soon their move- 
ments were cloaked in the darkness. 
This was very luckv. for it enabled 
them to approach Kam Dakka an 
occupy -it-before the villagers he 
time to. make any resistance; indeed. 
the night was beginning to lift before 
the natives discovered how things 
stood, 

After a few minutes of’ surprise they 
became indignant and even threaten- 
ing. But the young captain stood 
fast and refused to bydge, Finding 
him immovable. the villagers gather- 
ed, up their belongings and fled, tak- 
ing with them most of the women 
and children. 

Soon the day broke and showed a 
large force of Momunds—at least ten 
to one against the handfv! of British 
ready to attack the village. Can- 
tain Creagh hasti!v reconnoitred his 
position, and saw thet it was impor- 
sible to hold the village with any 
chance of suecess. ‘He decided to 
withdraw to a cemetery that lay near 
and had the advantage of being sur- 
rounded by a low wall. Towards this 
his men crept in twos and threes 
until the village was evacuated, 

They gathered all the nines thev 
could find and tried to improve their 
defences by heightening the wall. 
Captain Creegh made them a little 
speech, in which he explained how 
‘much depended on them, and urged 
them to be resolute. 

Very soon the Momunds discovered 
what had happened, and they ad- 
vanced cheering to attack the ceme- 
tery. Not once nor twice, but many 
times the Momunds assaulted the 
heroic little band, and during the 
whole time Captain Creagh was at 
the wall in the thick of each encoun- 
ter. The -last attack was delivered 
at three o’clock in the afternoon, and 
ge after that had been repulsed by 
ayonet, relief arrived from Dakka, 
and the Momunds retired. 

In successive Afghan wars he con- 
tinued to play a noteble nart, earn- 
ing steady promotion. During the 
Boxer rebellion in China he com- 
manded the Second Brigade of the 
British force, but he was bitterly dis- 
appointed when orders came that he 
jwas to remain with this brieade at 
Bhanghai in case trowble should break 
jout in that neighborhood. 

But though he saw no actual fight- 
ing, he was mentioned in despatches 
for his forward dash, which saved a 
big camnaien, and relieved the situa- 
tion. For this he received the official 
thanks of the Secretaries of State for 
Foreign Affairs and for India, and 
the Order of the Rising. Sun from the 
Emperor of Japan...

parte of Canada, etc., etc., the whole be 
ing arranged in a most effective and 
highly artistic manner. This exhibit is 
attracting much attention from Visitors, 
thousands visitiog it daily, and without 
exception the comment is favorable.

Of all the buildings the Forestry 
building is the most unique, with its 
colonnade of giant fir logs in the rough, 
nearly twenty feet in circumferencé and 
so straight and uniform that one could 
almost believe they had all been cast in 
the same mould. 

A new feature at- this exposition is the 
biograph, or moving picture shows, 
which are free to all and show views of 
all parts of the world that are interested 
in attracting tourists or settlers. Al- 
most every building has a hall fitted up 
for these entertainments, and they draw 
large audiences at every performance. 

Of course an exposition would not be 
complete without its amusement section. 
For those who wish to be aniused there 
are some worthy attractions on the “Pay 
Streak.” The IZgorrote village is the 
most meritorious show on the “Pay 
Streak” and ig well worth « visit. 
About half of the shows are better in 
thvir free outside performances than on 
the inside, Some of them are chiefly 
bait for suckers, And otbers that have 
some merit spoil it by hold-up depart.
